THE TOWN is teetering on the brink 
of a major dentist dilemma as surger¬ 
ies across the borough hit capacity. 

Just one of the 15 registered dental practices in 
Ashford and Tenterden is able to immediately 
offer a place on its books while 12 say they are 
unable to accept either NHS or private patients. 

The remaining two will take on NHS patients - 
but only if you’re prepared to get on a waiting list. 

And, in a special investigation by Yourashford, 
the situation shows little sign of easing, with no 
new practices on the horizon. What’s more, with 
thousands of new homes being built, the strain on 
existing services is set to hit breaking point. 

It prompted one practice manager to blast the 
government’s funding strategy for NHS patients, 
accusing it of‘burying its head in the sand’. 

According to the Department of Health’s Patient 
Advice and Liaison Service (PALS), of the three 
practices that are accepting new patients, only the 
Oradent Surgery in Beaver Road is ready to 
accept patients straight away. 

Nationally it is said there is only one dentist for 
2,500 people - for both private and NHS clients. 

Val Hemsley, practice manager at the Elwick 
Road Dental Surgery, said: “From what I have 
heard there is a problem in the town at the 
moment.” 

The situation for NHS patients is complicated. 
Dentists are now allocated a number of ‘units of 
dental activity 5 . Each practice which accepts NHS 
patients has to allocate these units to its patients. 
However, these may not always be enough. 

Mrs Hemsley explained: “This is how dentists

WE’RE an ethical shopper’s 
town - and that’s official. 

Ashford has become only the fifth 
in Kent to be granted Fairtrade Town 
status - and joins nearly 250 across 
the country. 

The honour bestowed upon it by 
the Fairtrade Foundation - an 
organisation which campaigns to get 
disadvantaged producers in the 
developing world a better deal - 
recognises the town’s shift to promot¬ 
ing Fairtrade-endorsed products. 

And it represents a major coup for 
the Fairtrade steering group, set up 
by the council to bag the award. 

Les Lawrie, chairman of the group, 
said: “There are levels of Fairtrade a 
town has to achieve depending on 
the size of the population. 

“A certain number of retail outlets 
have to offer Fairtrade items to the 
public. A major employer in the area 
has to be committed to it and the 
council has to pass a resolution com¬ 
mitting itself to Fairtrade ideals.” 

Promote 

Businesses around the town have 
to offer their customers Fairtrade 
products such as drinks in cafes and 
food in grocers. 

Among the firms involved are the 
Brakes Group - based on the Eureka 
Business Park - which manufactur¬ 
ers Fairtrade products. 

Mr Lawrie said: “Ashford is unusu¬ 
al in we actually have companies 
who make the Fairtrade food that is 
supplied to local outlets.” 

On February 9, an official certifi¬ 
cate will be handed to the mayor Rita 
Hawes at the St Mary church in the 
town centre to recognise the award. 

It is hoped the town’s new status 
will raise awareness of the issue 
around the town. 

Mr Lawrie said: “The products are 
a means to an end. What we are real¬ 
ly about is trying to promote the 
principle of giving people a fair deal 
for what they produce.

“This doesn’t just apply to items 
from far away. The whole idea of 
backing local produce is important. 

“For example, look at our local 
dairy farmers they would like a fair 
deal for what they produce.” 

Mr Lawrie said that although peo¬ 
ple had to pay a little more for 
Fairtrade products all the extra 
money should go to the producers to 
help them develop their communities. 

He said: “All the surveys indicate 
that this is something that chimes 
with the public. 

“Of course, there are some people 
who don’t want to pay more and those 
who can’t afford to, but more and 
more people are becoming aware of 
how they shop affects the producers.”

get paid for NHS work. Three units 
might represent a check-up, filling or 
extraction. If they have one filling 
that’s fine, but the patient might need 
20 fillings and the dentist would still 
only get paid the same amount. 

“There’s not enough incentive for 
dentists to treat NHS patients; the 
Government need to re-examine the 
policy. At the moment they are just 
burying their head in the sand.” 

Gary McFegan, spokesman for the 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT), said: “If they can’t 
offer their patients treatment then 
they have to be offered another den¬ 
tist in their area who can. Because of 
the national shortage of dentists this 
may mean people have to travel fur¬ 
ther to get their treatment.” 

According to the trust it is address¬ 
ing the problem of access to dentists. 

It has recently agreed to invest a 
further £1.5 million for extra capacity 
in its area. It also says it is investing 
an additional £2m in orthodontic 
treatment with contracts to be agreed 
by February this year. 

He said: ‘We are boosting our exist¬ 
ing capacity across the PCT but 
because we are a large geographical 
area there may be areas that have 
more dentists than others.”

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Stones and power 
cut infuriate films 



Yobs attack 
EDF men as 
lights go out

FUMING businesses were hit by a 
double-whammy last week after 
they were left without power for 
more than 24 hours - and when a 
temporary generator was drafted 
in, it was hit by stone-throwing 
crooks who then tried to steal it. 

Now firms on the Chilmington Industrial 
Estate have hit out at the state of power supplies 
feeding their operations - claiming they have 
been ‘neglected’ by electricity company EDF. 

The drama took place last Monday when a 
power cut hit the area around Great Chart 
after a fault in an underground cable. 

More than 510 homes and businesses were 
affected. 

Although power firm EDF was quickly able to 
fix most of the problems, power to the industri¬ 


al estate took longer. 

Incredibly, when a temporary generator was 
drafted in to power-up the businesses on the 
estate, it was then targeted by thieves. 

Helen Galley from EDF said: “The generators 
were delivered to the site that evening, but 
thieves stole the leads from the generators and 
threw stones at the lorry and the driver. 

Paramount 

“Our engineers escorted the driver off-site 
and we were unable to continue our work on 
site for safety reasons. 

“The theft and threatening behaviour has 
been reported to the local police by our contrac¬ 
tors. The safety of our staff and the contractors 
who work on our behalf is paramount.” 


But business bosses were left fuming at the 
cost of not being able to work for more than 24 
hours - and said despite the attack, the power 
outage was nothing new. 

Vaughan Feaver, director of RGH 
Manufacturing on the estate, said: “We seem to 
get these problems every winter. I would estimate 
that we lose seven to ten days work because there 
is no investment in the infrastructure.” 

Clive Chadwick, from A.D.More Metal 
Spinning, added: ‘Without electricity our busi¬ 
ness grinds to a halt. I think because we are in 
such a rural area we are neglected by EDF to 
some extent. There’s no incentive for the power 
company to upgrade our supply.” 

Power was finally restored to all except one of 
the customers by 7pm the following day.

College of Music, has performed in con¬ 
certs broadcast by the BBC and Classic 
FM. His proudest moment was performing 
for Prince Charles at Buckingham Palace. 

Mr Lawrenson said: “There’s so many 
negative things said about the NHS, but 
from what we saw, he could not have 
wanted for any more.”

Money bags 
led police to 


Nine years later 
and cycle path is 
finally completed 


£53m gang 

A WHITE Transit van found in the 
car park of the Ashford International 
hotel stuffed with money helped 
lead police tracking down the crim¬ 
inal gang behind the £53 million 
Securitas raid in Tonbridge. 

Five men were convicted on 
Monday for their part in the crime 
which shocked the nation. 

But it was the discovery of the 
van, containing £1.4m of cash 
stuffed in black bin liners, which 
provided police with their first real 
breakthrough. 

Car dealer Stuart Royle, 49, from 
Maidstone, warehouse worker 
Erniir Hysenaj, 28, of Crowborough, 
car dealer Roger Coutts, 30, of 
Welling, roofer Lea Rusha, 35, of 
Southborough, and doorman Jetmir 
Bucpapa, 26, of Tonbridge, were all 
found guilty of conspiracy to possess 
a firearm, conspiracy to kidnap and 
conspiracy to commit robbery. 

But car trader John Fowler, 59, of 
Staplehurst, has been cleared of all 
charges. 

Signwriter Keith Borer, 54, from 
Maidstone, was found not guilty of 
handling stolen goods. 

The trial has been taking place at 
the Old Bailey in London for the 
last seven months. 


A NEW cycle route connecting Little 
Burton Farm with Ashford town 
centre - and linking into the nation¬ 
al cycle network has been officially 
opened - nine years after it was first 
proposed. 

Crucially, the cycle path and 
pedestrian route dips under the M20 
providing a safe access to the town 
centre for residents to the north of 
the motorway. It then travels along¬ 
side parts of the River Stour and 
means cyclists can avoid the busy 
A28 Canterbury Road. 

Keith Ferrin, Kent County Council 
cabinet member for highways and 
the environment said: “The big 
advantage is this route will go 
under the M20. It will link the town 
together in a safe way. 

“In Ashford, we have the unique 
opportunity to have dedicated 
routes that we can build as the town 
develops.”

Club in Kinneys Lane. 

The route was opened by Mr 
Ferrin and the town’s mayor Rita 
Hawes. 

It had been hoped local BBC 
weather girl Kaddy Lee-Preston 
would conduct the opening, but she 
was struck down by illness and 
unable to attend. 

They were joined by children from 
the local Towers School who cycled 
down the path with their head 
teacher Malcolm Ramsey. 

David Young from the cycling char¬ 
ity Sustrans, who helped plan the 
route, said: “This project goes back 
nine years. It has taken some time to 
negotiate with landowners. 

“But this now plugs a gap in our 
key Route 18 which is part of the 
national cycle network.”

Local man banned 
from port town 

A MAN from Ashford has been banned 
from setting foot in Dover for the next 
two years - and if he doesn’t heed the 
warning he will go to jail for five months. 

Jason Olds, 37, of Beaver Road, is also 
banned from talking to former partner 
Katherine Mennie for the same period. 

He admitted assaulting Miss Mennie 
and resisting arrest during a domestic 
incident at her home in Dover. 

Anna Kachingwe, prosecuting at 
Folkestone Magistrates Court, said the 
assault happened shortly after Olds had 
been released from prison after a previous 
attack on Miss Mennie. 

The court heard Olds was on anti¬ 
depressant tablets and had drunk three 
litres of wine before the attack. 

As well as the suspended prison sen¬ 
tence, Olds was given a two-year supervi¬ 
sion order, and ordered to attend a domes¬ 
tic abuse course. 

He was ordered to pay Miss Mennie 
£100 compensation and £100 court costs. 

...and another's 
barred in Thanet 

AN Ashford man has been banned from 
every shop in Thanet after he stole per¬ 
fume from a store before Christmas. 

CCTV film showed John Barham, 18, 
of Austin Road, stuffing 
perfume worth £300 in his pockets at 
the TK Maxx store at Westwood Cross, 
Broadstairs on December 21. 

The case against Barham was 
adjourned until February 18 for probation 
reports to be prepared. 


Owl of protest over 
birds' mistreatment

‘MACHO’ animal owners who plump for 
birds of prey as pets are putting a strain on 
a leading local owl sanctuary. 

The Tomar Owl Sanctuary in Cheeseman’s Green, 
near Mersham, has been rescuing birds for nearly 20 
years, but a worrying new trend for our feathered 
friends as pets has put added pressure on it. 

Now it needs funds to help revive some of its older 
aviaries to accommodate the birds it is receiving. 

Tom Tyrell, who runs the centre with his wife 
Margaret, says the problem of abandoned birds has got 
worse in recent years. 

He told Yourashford: “There’s been an increase in prob¬ 
lems in the last three years or so. 

“Some people’s attitude to animals is strange. They 
just want something straight away and don’t think 
about the consequences involved. 

“There’s also an element of people who think it’s macho 
to have something like an eagle owl on their arm but 
these things take a lot of looking after.” 

Mr Tyrell opened the centre in 1989 after an accident 
forced him to retire from work. It has cared and returned 
to the wild 10,000 animals since then. 

Aside from owls, the centre looks after other birds of 
prey including harrier hawks and buzzards. They also 
care for other animals such as badgers and rabbits. 

Mr Tyrrell says most of the owls he looks after are not 
from the wild but bred from captivity. 

He said: “Breeders can make a lot of money from these 
birds. Something like an eagle owl may be sold for £1,000. 
Even a bam owl will be sold for around £60-80.” 

All of the family help out at the centre. Mr Tyrell’s sons 
help give up their spare time to help build aviaries, while 
the husband and wife team do most of the bird handling. 

However, the centre needs funds and is especially keen 
to attract the help of businesses around the area. 

Mr Tyrrell said: “It is great that we get individual 
donations from people but it would be good to get some 
proper sponsorship from businesses.”

The centre has begun 
rebuilding the aviaries needed 
to accommodate the birds it 
receives - but each one costs 
around £500 to rebuild. 

It has prompted the sanctu¬ 
ary’s owners to appeal for 
business sponsorship to help 
its efforts. 

Owner Tom Tyrrell gets calls 


everyday from people who have 
either found injured birds or 
can no longer cope with the 
pets - and not just locally. 

He travels all around the 
country to collect the birds. The 
native British owls such as the 
barn and tawny owls are re- 
released into the wild. 

However, the bigger birds 
such as the snowy and eagle 
owls have to be looked after. 

Mr Tyrrell said: “We have 
to be very careful about 


re-homing them. We will not 
sell any owls to members of the 
public. 

“Often if these birds have suf¬ 
fered abuse or have been neg¬ 
lected, then we would just be 
passing on the problem.”

Developers go 
flat out to build 
yet more homes

THE housing explosion in the town 
continued this week, with plans 
unveiled for three major develop¬ 
ments bringing the prospect of 
another 730 homes. 

The most prominent was the public unveil¬ 
ing of plans to redevelop the Charter House 
site - transforming it from an office block 
into residential apartments. 

But it was closely followed by news a 
15-acre former rail yard in Hunter Avenue, 
close to the train station, has been sold to 
housing developer Fairview New Homes. 

It intends to splash out £51million on 
building 350 new homes on the site, which 
was previously used for storage during 
the construction of the Channel Tunnel rail 
link. It was sold by London & Continental 
Railways (LCR). 

The development, a mix of modern 
apartments and houses, will, say the firm, be 
particularly suited to first-time buyers. 

Construction is anticipated to begin in 
January 2009 and complete by June 2011. 

And the trio of new developments were 


concluded after council planners were asked 
to give the green light to plans to demolish 
an existing block of flats in Stanhope to 
make way for 47 new homes as part of the 
estate’s on-going overhaul. 

If the scheme is passed by the committee 
tonight, it will mean 33 flats and 14 houses 
would be built on an existing housing site in 
Eastry Close. 

Ashford is set for 30,000 new homes by 
2031 after being identified as one of the coun¬ 
try’s major growth areas. 

The Charter House proposal is perhaps the 
most dramatic alteration of a building being 
proposed. 

Described by many as an eyesore, business 
occupancy has dipped in recent years, prompt¬ 
ed the plans to turn it into apartments. 

Built as an office block in 1975, developers 
Dukelease publicly unveiled plans last week 
which would see 333 new homes created 
from the existing site and two new buildings. 

Architect Kerry Lewis said: “The original 
building was built to a high standard. It 
lends itself well to this kind of development. 

“The ceiling levels and floor areas are ideal 
for turning the building into flats. You could 
have knocked the building down but that 
would be extremely wasteful. This is the 
ideal way to recycle a building.” 


Take a sneak peak at 
Charter House plans 

THE Charter House development would see 
the building transformed into a selection of 
studio and one and two-bedroom flats. 

Project director Paul Cook from developers 
Dukelease said: “This consultation process 
with the public is very important. 

“It informs them as to what might be happen¬ 
ing. At the moment we have not made an 
official planning application to Ashford council.” 

The developers hope that if the planning 
process goes smoothly the project could be 
completed by 2010.

Cliff Williams, owner 
of music and 
instrument store 
Sharon Music in the 
High Street, discusses 
his background and 
views on the town 


How did you get into music? 

I was learning how to play the guitar and I went into the 
Sharon Music shop in Maidstone. I was sixteen years old 
and I spent a lot of time in there looking at the instruments. 
I offered to help them tune a guitar and ended up selling it 
to another customer. Two days later they gave me a job. 
Instruments have become more affordable now. In 1976 
the cheapest drum set was £250 which was 10 weeks of 
my wages. Nowadays you can get a better kit for £230. 

We are a full service shop. Not only do we sell instru¬ 
ments but we also teach here as well. Some customers 
who may not be the best players love to buy a beautiful 
new guitar just because they love it as an object. No two 
instruments are guite the same. 

What do you think about the town? 

It's difficult at the moment because I feel a lot of the local 
landlords charge business rates for what Ashford will be in 
the future rather than what it is at the moment. The town 
is undergoing a lot of upheaval with the ring road and 
extension to County Sguare. The retailers are going 
through the pain of those changes. 

Ashford has always needed a big anchor store such as 
Debenhams. I do know of people who have moved into 
some of the new estates such as Park Farm three years ago 
who have only been into the town centre two or three 
times. Hopefully, that will change when the extension to 
County Sguare opens.

Back on the 

road again 

Folk legends mark milestone with tour 



CELEBRATE the 40th 
anniversary of a music leg¬ 
end when Fairport Conv¬ 
ention arrives in Kent. 

The band has attracted a huge fan 
base during its four decades in the 
business, as well as developing the 
world famous music festival at 
Cropredy. The line-up features 
founder member Simon Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals, bassist Dave Pegg, 
Chris Leslie on fiddle, mandolin and 
vocals, violinist Ric Sanders and 
drummer Gerry Conway 

Over the years there have been 
many line-up changes, break-ups, 
reunions and even tragedy, as well as 
some unforgetable music. 

The band began as a four-piece in 
1967, which rehearsed at the family 
home of guitarist Simon Nicol. The 
house in North London was called 
Fairport, which inspired the name. 

The first line-up lasted for just one 
gig in a church hall. When a young 
drummer, Martin Lamble, saw them 
perform, he decided he could do a 
much better job and took over the 
role from Shaun Frater. 

Recruiting a female singer, Judy 
Dyble, helped the band stand out 
and, after playing at a number of 
underground venues, they were soon 
signed up to Island Records. With the 
addition of an extra male vocalist, 
the self-titled debut album was 
released by the end of 1967. 

Things were going well, with the

band on the brink of inventing the 
new genre of folkrock. A French lan¬ 
guage version of Bob Dylan’s If You 
Gotta Go just missed out on a Top 20 
chart slot, but it did lead to an 
appearance on Top of the Pops. 

Then tragedy struck when the 
band’s van crashed, killing Lamble 
and Jeannie Franklyn, the girlfriend 
of guitarist Richard Thompson. The 
devastated survivers almost gave up, 
but eventually they went back to the 
studio and recorded the classic 
album Liege And Lief in 1969. 

During the 70s, there were a bewil¬ 
dering number of line-up changes 
and by the time the group stabilised, 
Fairport found itself without a record 
deal. 

A farewell tour was staged and the 


final outdoor concert was held in the 
Oxfordshire village of Cropredy, 
where bass guitarist Dave Pegg 
lived. The following year, they per¬ 
formed a reunion concert at the same 
spot and the festival was born. 

There were more line-up changes 
during the 80s and 90s and for a 
while there were two versions of 
Fairport running in parallel. But the 
21st century has seen a stable and 
successful band, enjoying popular 
tours and some new albums 
released. 

Fairport Convention was given the 
Lifetime Achievement gong at the 
BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards in 2002, 
while album Liege And Lief was 
voted the best folk album ever. It also 
won a Gold Disc in 2006 for its con¬ 
tinuing sales.

Depp's demon 
performance

“I’LL admit it - I have shaved a 
grown man before,” laughs Johnny 
Depp, who lathers his customers 
before slitting their throats as the 
eponymous murderer in new musi¬ 
cal Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber Of Fleet Street which hit 
the big screen on Friday. 

“He is alive,” says Johnny of his ‘client’. “He’s 
walking round to this day.” 

The movie - for which he has just scooped a 
Best Actor Golden Globe and last week an 
Oscar nomination for the same award - pro¬ 
vided a new challenge for the 44-year-old, 
whose chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
character and make him original is legendary. 
But Sweeney Todd wasn’t about mere acting. 

“I had never sung a song,” reveals Johnny, 
who used to play guitar in an 80s band called 
The Rids. 

“I was the guy who would come in and sing 
the harmony, very quickly. It would be all of 
three seconds and then I was out.” 

However, he admits that music was always 
his first love. “I wanted to be a rock star,” he 
says. “I didn’t even think about acting. I was a 
musician for years before I did a movie.” 

So when long-time collaborator Tim Burton 
came along asking him to take on Sweeney - 
based on the famously-intricate Stephen 
Sondheim stage musical - Johnny decided to 
participate in his own mini-X Factor. 

He called ex-bandmate chum Bruce Witkin 
and went into the studio to record one of the 
film’s songs, on the proviso that Witkin told 
him truthfully if he had the vocal ability to 
pull off the entire movie. 

Witkin remembers: “I said ‘Do you want the 
good news or the bad news?’ Johnny said,

Well, give me the bad news’. And I said, ‘The 
bad news is you’re going to have to do this’.” 

Johnny signed up, playing the doomed anti- 
hero who turns to murder after his family is 
stolen from him and he is unjustly imprisoned 
for 15 years. He is joined by Helena Bonham 
Carter as his accomplice Mrs Lovett, the lady 
who comes up with the plan to dispose of the 
dead bodies by turning them into delicious 
pies.

“Sweeney’s obviously a dark figure,” explains 
Johnny. “But I think hyper-sensitive. He has 
experienced something very traumatic, a 
grave injustice and I always saw him as a vic¬ 
tim. Anyone who is victimised and then 
becomes a murderer can’t be all there.” 

Complete with gothic wardrobe and bouffant 
locks highlighted by a shocking streak of 
white, the actor ends up sounding pretty good.

Johnny says Sweeney and his Cockney 
brogue is not based on anyone in particular.

“I 
don’t hang out with anybody who is famous,” 
he says of his laid-back Gallic existence.

IMAGINE flying thousands of 
miles to escape the hassles of nor¬ 
mal life and commune with nature 
in the raw - and ending up instead 
with noisy neighbours. 

They roll back in the early hours, oblivious to 
those trying to sleep, carry on noisily partying 
and woe betide anyone calling time on their fun. 

That’s exactly what I got on safari in Kenya. 
For two nights outside my tent in the middle 
of the bush, starting with the regularity of 
clockwork at 3am I could hear obscene grunts 
and panting, and heavy bodies lurching about. 

A nightmare? No, a dream come true and 
rather than pulling the duvet over my head 
and cursing I watched the outrageous antics 
from the safety of my tent window. 

That was because the creatures aping the 
behaviour of the worst kind of ‘chavs’ abroad 
were hippos. 

Fat, noisy beasts whose hygiene leaves a lot 
to be desired - their idea of a spa break is 
basking in thick mud on the side of the river 
bank - were frolicking only a few feet away. 

Being so close to them was just one of the 
magical moments on an adventure in the heart 
of one of the most spectacular game reserves in 
the world, the Masai Mara in Kenya. 

Every year, this National Park welcomes the 
Great Migration - two million wildebeest, 
zebra, and gazelle from Tanzania in search of 
lush grazing. 

They join the resident community of other 
animals, including a star cast known as the 
Big Five because they were the most coveted 
by hunters - lion, African elephant, buffalo, 
black rhino and leopard - and a host of lesser 
players from hyena to monkeys. 

For the first two nights we camped at 
Governor’s II Moran on the banks of the River 
Mara in a huge tent with reassuringly solid 


‘walls’ of double-thick canvas. It came com¬ 
plete with electricity, king size bed, crisp cotton 
sheets, and ensuite bathroom with a Victorian 
rolltop bath, shower and flushing loo. 

There are only 10 tents at this intimate, 
exclusive sanctuary, which has no fences and 
blends so smoothly into the environment that 
the wildlife feels as ‘at home’ wandering 
through as paying guests. Guards are on hand 
at all times to avoid any close encounters of 
the wrong sort. 

While facilities and food at the camp are of 
the highest 21st century standard, the safari 
experience is like stepping out of time. Awoken 
for tea at 6am - sunrise and sunset are the 
best time to see the animals - we climbed 
sleepily into an open truck to ‘stalk’ the game. 

Time and again our guide took us almost 
within touching distance of the game. 


Nothing compares with the prized sight of a 
pride of lions. After hours of scanning the 
plains, there’s a real thrill of achievement 
when you find them. 

Later, our superb three-course dinners in the 
open air were enlivened by the musical accom¬ 
paniment of the noises of the bush - croaking 
bullfrogs, crickets and the far-off cries of 
hyena. 

It was soon time to drive up into the hillside 
to our next stop. Mara Bushtops is like an 
eagle’s eerie with spectacular views across 
Mara Siana wildlife conservancy, bordering 
the Masai Mara.

Amanda judges time is 
right to get out of Africa

LAST time we heard about 
Amanda Holden, the actress had 
discovered a dead body in the 
woods while she was out on a run. 

It was in November and the star was out for 
a jog with her personal trainer when they hap¬ 
pened across an unfortunate soul who had 
hanged himself from a tree. 

“Can I just say, when I found the dead body, 
the papers said I was 39 and I’m 36!” she says. 
“I was more traumatised by the fact they got 
my age wrong than the fact I found a stiff. 

“I’m so terrible, because obviously someone 
did lose their loved one and I don’t mean to be 
flippant. 

“I did say I could take over from Amanda 
Burton in Silent Witness now, because I was¬ 
n’t fazed by it, purely because I didn’t think it 
was real. 

“It was awful, but not as traumatising as it 
could have been.” 

At the moment she is in gruelling training 
for this year’s London Marathon. “I won’t be 
like Jade Goody,” she reveals. “I am training 
three or four times a week. I’m knackered. I 
went out this morning. It’s good though, 
because you can eat loads of cake.” 

It’s a typical Amanda response - self-depre¬ 
cating, witty, honest. 

Whatever you may think of her past tabloid 
travails (though that stuff has all settled down 
now she is happily ensconced with beau Chris 
Hughes and baby Lexi), she’s never less than 
cheerily candid, an increasing rarity amongst 
celebs. 

That’s why she has to actively stop herself 
when asked about her exit from Wild At 
Heart, the third series of which is now under¬ 
way on ITV1.

“I can’t discuss the ending,” she giggles. “I 
keep getting into trouble for giving it away” 
Amanda plays vet’s wife Sarah in the show, 
who along with husband Danny (Stephen 
Tompkinson) has made a new life for herself 
on a nature reserve in Africa. A warm and cud¬ 
dly weekend drama, the end of her contract 
meant an important decision, though not, it 
turns out, a difficult one. 


“To be honest, it wasn’t,” she admits. “Lexi is 
nearly two now and it got to the point where I 
couldn’t take her out of the country for six 
months of the year. It’s not fair on my family, 
it’s not really fair on her. 

“She was a babe in arms last year, so I had 
her on set all the time. But she’s inherited the 
noisy gene from her mother and she’s not real¬ 
ly quiet on set, so we both got told off a lot for 
speaking. She’s walking around and there’s a 
lot of poo and creepy-crawlies, so it’s not really 
the best environment for her.”

Is there a chance she will come back? “I did 
have lunch with the producer who is trying to 
make me come back!” she laughs. “So that’s all 
I’ll say He can’t afford me. Now I’m working 
for the Cowell, my expectations are high.” 

She confirms she is back alongside Simon 
Cowell as a judge for the next series of 
Britain’s Got Talent, which is set to begin film¬ 
ing this month and transmit later in the year. 

“I’m loving the light entertainment side of 
things at the moment,” she says. ‘We start 
filming for three months, going round the 
country, auditioning.” 

That said, she is only signing up for one 
series at a time, partly so that she can try and 
combine it with acting and her home life (she 
reveals that 2008 “will be” the year she finally 
gets married) and partly so she can focus her 
energy on the Marathon, which she is doing on 
behalf of the Born Free Foundation, of which 
she is a patron.

Fiat's fortunes are 
looking up at last 

FIAT is riding high in the aftermath of 
launching the highly-acclaimed Fiat 500. 

An example of the retro-styled city car 
is still circling in a capsule aboard the 
London Eye - as pictured and part of last 
week’s lavish launch event - while the 
parent company has announced a huge 
return to profitability 

For many years, Fiat suffered well-doc¬ 
umented losses but the Italian group has 
announced a record trading profit of 3.2 
billion euros for 2007 - 66 per cent up on 
2006 and the car division almost doubled 
its profit over 2006, to 1.1 billion euros. 

Sales of 2.234m vehicles was also the 
best in seven years.

USED car dealers are positive about 
2008, despite the credit crunch and fal¬ 
tering consumer confidence.

But what really impresses about all Versos 
is their driving appeal. 

The T180 is particularly good, with dra¬ 
matic low down pulling power from its 
175bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel making for 
impressive acceleration through a crisp and 
precise six-speed gearbox, yet it is neither 
raucous or coarse so an average of 40+mpg 
and relaxed motorway cruising is also part 
of the package. 

Ride quality is a shrewd mixture of comfort 
plus taut handling with feedback through the 
wheel excellent for this class - whisper it, but 
I quite enjoyed a week with the car, mostly 
driving solo. 

Versatility and space is top notch with both 
rearmost rows of seats folding flat to the floor 
for easy loading in Van mode’.

Exports stfll strong 

despite downturn 


MANUFACTURING demand in the South 
East has remained firm in the face of serious 
concerns of a global economic downturn, 
according to the latest CBI Industrial Trends 


survey. 

Three months ago bosses 
were expressing their fears 
as the credit crunch began to 
bite - but their pessimism 
faded as orders for British- 
made goods continued to hold 
up and exports grew at their 
fastest rate for 12 years. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South 
East Regional Director, said: 
“Manufacturers share simi¬ 
lar concerns to other sectors 
about the economy - a fear 
that rising costs might 
become combined with slow¬ 
ing demand. 

“Thankfully, the expected 
wobble in demand didn’t 
materialise in the last three 
months and orders for 
British-made goods have held 
up, particularly from abroad. 

‘What we are seeing is part 
of a necessary rebalancing of 
the economy, in the face of 
slowing consumer spending.” 

He said the dilemma now 
facing the Bank of England 
over interest rates is to weigh 
risks of a slowdown with the 
real and present pressure on 
prices in both factories and 
other areas of the economy. 

“Price pressures from oil 
and food costs will bring 
higher inflation in the short¬ 
term and may push the infla¬ 
tion rate further above target 
during 2008, making the 
Bank’s decision even more 
difficult,” he said. 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


Although export orders in 
particular are remaining 
healthy, rising food and 
energy costs mean bosses 
expect their domestic prices 
to go up at the fastest rate 
for 13 years, pushing up 
export prices faster than 
they have done over the last 
two years. 

Demand has continued to 
grow, with 28 per cent of 
firms saying total new orders 
increased in the three 
months to January compared 
with 17 per cent reporting a 
decrease. This exceeded 
expectations, but slower 
growth is expected in the 
next three months. 

But demand this quarter 
was for the most part driven 
by export orders, no doubt 
helped by the weaker pound - 
though much of the currency’s 
depreciation occurred after 
the survey was conducted. 

Exports grew at the fastest 
rate since October 1995, but 
concerns that political and 
economic conditions abroad 
will limit orders over the 
coming three months have 
increased slightly since 
October and expectations are 
for flat growth in the next 
three months.
